Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School 
Medical  Service  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1948. 

No  serious  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  have  occurred  during 
the  year.  The  effect  of  several  years  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
is  shown  by  the  steady  reductioh  of  notifications  of  this  disease.  Dur- 
ing the  year  no  cases  were  notified  and  no  recorded  deaths  were  attri- 
buted to  this  disease. 

School  meals  are  now  available  at  every  school  in  the  County. 
Improved  physique  and  greater  mental  alertness  have  followed  the 
introduction  of  the  Schools  Meals  Scheme. 

Dr.  Dorothy  M.  Rees  left  the  County  Health  Department  after  23 
years’  service,  to  take  up  the  post  of  District  Medical  Officer  for  the 
Eastern  Combined  Districts,  but  the  County  still  retains  her  part-time 
services  in  Childrens’  Care  and  refraction  work. 

In  conclusion,  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  help  and  consideration  during 
the  past  year.

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MEDICAL,  DENTAL  AND  CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS 


There  was  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  School  Medical 
Inspection  for  the  year  under  review. 

The  Groups  medically  examined  were:  1st  Group  (Entrants); 
2nd  Group  (Children  aged  8-9);  3rd  Group  (Children  aged  12  years 
and  over). 

In  addition,  to  the  above  examination,  children  found  to  be  abnor- 
mal at  a previous  examination  or  referred  for  special  examination  on 
account  of  suspected  defects,  by  nurses,  teachers  and  parents,  were 
medically  examined. 

In  Dental  Inspections,  all  children  in  the  primary  schools  are  given 
an.  opportunity  of  being  examined  every  year.  Also,  children  noted 
at  medical  inspections  to  be  suffering  from  Oral  Sepsis  are  referred  to 
the  School  Dentist. 

Cleanliness  Inspections  are  undertaken  by  the  School  Nurses,  and 
children  found  unclean  are  specially  re-examined  at  the  schools  or 
homes,  and  are  kept  under  observation  until  conditions  are  satisfactory.

Of  the  4,335  children  examined  at  Routine  and  Special  Inspec- 
tions, 789,  or  18.2  per  cent.,  were  referred  for  treatment,  and  899,  or 
20.7  per  cent.,  had  defects  which  required  their  being  kept  under 
observation, 
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FINDINGS  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS  OF  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS 

UNCLEANLINESS. 

During  1948  a total  of  56,137  examinations  for  cleanliness  were 
carried  out  by  the  school  Health  Visitors.  895  children  were  found 
with  various  forms  of  uncleanliness. 

MALNUTRITION. 

The  nutrition  of  the  children,  remains  good.  Of  the  4,050  child- 
ren examined  in  the  Routine  Age  Groups,  404  were  regarded  as 
being  below  normal.  These  children  were  placed  on  the  observa- 
tion list  and  examined  at  frequent  intervals.  Advice  was  given  to 
parents  as  to  diet  and  general  welfare.

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ORTHOP/EDIC  TREATMENT. 

The  Orthopaedic  Clinic?  are  held  at  the  County  War  Memorial 
Hospital  Annexe,  Haverfon  west,  monthly,  and  are  attended  by  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  who  is  assisted  at  the  Clinics  by  the  Ortho- 
paedic Nurse. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  368  children,  of  school  age  on 
the  Register,  and  78  children  under  school  age.;  239  new  cases  were 
ascertained  and  added  to  the  Register  during  the  year — 196  children 
of  school  age  and  43  under  school  age.  A large  proportion  of  these 
cases  have  minor  degrees  of  deformity  on  which  corrective  treatment 
is  being  carried  out  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  and  Orthopaedic 
Nurse. 

The  number  of  children  examined  by  the  Specialist  was  221  ; the 
total  attendances  being  346. 

18  manipulations  and  eight  operations  were  carried  out  by  the 
Orthopaedic  Specialist  at  the  County  Hospital.  19  children  were  put 
in  special  plaster,  and  a large  number  of  cases  received  massage  treat- 
ment and  had  alterations  made  to  boots,  irons,  etc.

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HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

There  are  no  special  schools  in  the  County  for  educationally  sub- 
normal children  and  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding  accom- 
modation for  Handicapped  Children  in  schools  outside  the  County 
owing  to  the  very  limited  accommodation  available. 

The  question  of  establishing  a residential  ^school  for  the 
three  Counties,  near  Carmarthen,  for  educationally  sub-normal  and 
maladjusted  children  is  now  under  consideration  by  the  Welsh  Joint 
Education  Committee. 

Special  classes  for  educationally  sub-normal  children  are  held  in 
a few  of  the  larger  schools. 

DELICATE  AND  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

The  question  of  establishing  two  residential  schools  for  delicate 
and  physically  handicaped  children,  one  in  the  North  and  the  other 
in  the  South  of  the  County,  is  still  under  consideration. 

SPEECH  DEFECTS. 

There  are  a number  of  children  in  various  parts  of  the  County 
who  suffer  from  Speech  Defects. 

The  Education  Authority  intended  to  employ  a Speech  Therapist, 
either  by  themselves  or  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring  Counties. 
Later,  however,  it  was  decided,  owing  to  geographical  and  administra- 
tive difficuties,  to  try  to  have  certain  teachers  trained  sufficiently  to 
be  able  to  conduct  Special  Classes  for  these  children.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Children  suspected  of  suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  any  form 
were  referred  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  of  the  King  Edward  VII. 
Welsh  National  Memorial  Association,  for  special  examination. 

During  1948,  311  school  children  were  examined.  Of  these, 
six  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  10 
from  NomPulmonary  Tuberculosis.  1 16  were  referred  for  re-examina- 
tion later. 

Five  were  admitted  to  Sanatoria  or  Hospitals. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  remained  low 
throughout  the  County.  It  was  considered  necessary  to  close  six 
schools  on  account  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  year.  Eleven 
cases  were  notified  in  1947. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  continued  under  the 
direction  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  acting  in  co-operation,  with 
the  County  Health  Department. 

Parents  are  encouraged  to  have  their  infants  completely  immu- 
nised between  9 and  12  months.  Reinforcing  injections  are  given 
later. 

1306  children,  were  immunised  during  the  year  and  reinforcing 
injections  were  given  to  701  children. 


PROVISION  OF  SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK. 

The  provision  of  meals  includes  both  the  provision  of  milk  and 
mid-day  meals. 

All  the  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  in  the  County  are  now 
served  by  Canteens  and  are  provided  with  meals  up  to  their  full 
requirements.
